Great Britain her dem and for revision 
of the Young plan to give G reat B rit­ 
ain a greater share of unconditional 
reparations and cut down G erm any’s 
paym ents in kind. 
It was reported, 
w ithout 
direct 
confirmation, 
that 
France, Belgium and Ja p an had indi­ 
cated willingness to m ake reasonable 
concessions to Britain’s dem and 
for 
48,000,000 m a rk s a year increase in 
her share of annuities. 


The Hague, Aug. 13.—F u rth e r prog­ 
ress in the international reparations 
conference was made today when sub­ 
ordinate m em bers of the French and 
British delegations opened direct ne­ 
gotiations. 
Previously M. Adatchi of Jap an and 
Baron Maurice H outart and Prem ier 
H enri Ja sp ar of Belgium had been 
acting as mediaries. 
While they con 
tinued their role of go-betweens, Louis 
Loucheur, French labor minister, and 
M. Quesnay of France met F. W. Leith 
Ross and S. D. Waley of G reat Britain, 
thus establishing first direct contact 
between these delegations since the 
recent controversy over 
the 
Young 
plan. 
It is reliably reported th a t French 
P rem ier Aristide Briand will probably 
inconspicuously meet Philip Snowden, 
British chancellor of the exchequer, 
whose dem ands th at the conference 
revise the Young plan particularly as 
to its provision reducing G reat B rit­ 
ain ’s 
reparations 
annuities 
brought 
about the crisis. 
Wednesday, it now appears, will be 
the decisive day in establishing y hetJh- 
er the conference Is a c tu a ry m aking 
progress or merely m arking time. 
While it is certain that at the meet­ 
ing of the political commission in the 
afternoon tom orrow m arked progress 
will be registered relative to the plans 
for evacuation of the Rhineland, the 
tfact still rem ains that these plans can 
only be adopted on condition that a 
financial settlem ent is found. 
Hence 
the final indication of w hat tu rn the 
conference is taking is expected to 
develop during tomorrow 
morning's 
session of the financial commission. 
Two possibilities are foreseen for in­ 
dicating the precise status of the con­ 
ference. 
At the close of Loucheur’s 
address on deliveries in kind, the con­ 
ference m ay squarely take up Snow­ 
den’s revision of the Young plan an ­ 
nuities, or any other form ula which 
m ay have been found m eantim e.

The Hague, Aug. 13.—G erm an poli­ 
ties of both international and domes­ 
tic character continued today to cen­ 
ter here at the H ague despite the de­ 
parture of two of the six cabinet m em ­ 
bers last night for Berlin. 
Six of the 13 members of the Ger­ 
m an cabinet were in session here at 
the G erm an delegation's headquarters, 
subordinating the reparations crisis to 
the threat of a crisis in the Berlin 
government. 
The m ininsters finally 
agreed that a cabinet crisis was now 
most inopportune and 
decided 
that 
the 
existing 
differences 
of 
opinion 
would better be discussed at leisure. 
The labor com m ittee of the Reichstag 
was called for meeting Aug. 22. 
A cabinet m em ber told the United 
Press that the cabinet crisis had been 
averted in view of the position of Ger­ 
m any at the reparations conference. 
Political tension was centered on the 
threat of socialist m embers 
of 
the 
cabinet to resign unless they received 
satisfaction of the socialist 
dem and 
for one per cent increase in the gov­ 
ernm ent contributions tow ards unem ­ 
ployment insurance. 


Theora Hix, Chief of Police Harry E.

The defense has charged that “third 
degree” methods were used in the ex­ 
amination. 
E. O. Ricketts, chief defense counsel, 
objected to lids line of testimony. 
“Does the fact that a m an is com­ 
posed; that he is calm and unruffled 
justify the use of invective and viol­ 
ence against him?” demanded Rick­ 
etts.

A good cake Is a joy for as long as 
It lasts. The proper beating of the 
m ixture before folding in 
the egg w hites makes a 
fine grained and tender 
cake. 
P i n e a p p l e Cake.— 
Cream one-half cupful of 
shortening, add one and 
one-half cupfuls of sugar 
(stir in gradually), add 
two 
well 
beaten 
egg 
yolks. Sift together three 
JllMj 
one-half 
teaspoon­ 
fuls of baking powder, one-fourth tea­ 
spoonful of salt and tw o and one- 
third cupfuls of Hour; alternate the 
flour in mixing with the creamed flut­ 
ter arid two-thirds of a cupful of milk. 
.Bfeat w ell, add a teaspoonful of vanilla 
and the stiffly beaten egg whites. Rake 
in two layers. For filling—put three 
cupfuls of confectioner’s sugar in a 
bowl with one-fourth cupful of cream 
and beat until smooth. Add one table­ 
spoonful of lemon juice and one table­ 
spoonful of finely minced pineapple. 
Spread the cake with melted butter, 
sprinkle with a tablespoonful or two 
of chopped pineapple and cover with 
tile filling. 
Use it for icing the top. 
This will make a delicious dessert 
using whippet’ cream over the cake. 
It may be baked in a sheet and cut in­ 
to squares if preferred. 
Butterscotch Cake.—Cream one-half 
cupful of butter with one cupful of 
sugar, add two well beaten egg yolks, 
add two-thirds of a cupful of milk 
alternately with two cupfuls of flour 
sifted with three teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder, one-fourth teaspoonful of 
salt.

TRE state office building .site continues to furnish a source of 
argument throughout the state of Minnesota. 
R. W. Hitchcock, a member of the building commission, in 
his paper, the Hibbing Daily Tribune, confesses that when first 
appointed a member of the commission to erect the state office 
building, he thought the site desired by St. Paul was the best site. 
“It is probable that the same off-hand opinion was entertained 
by all the members of the commission." 
“But no one would attempt to locate a state office building 
without investigating all possible sites. 
It soon became evident 
to the commission that there are engineering difficulties in connec­ 
tion with the site desired by St. Paul, financial difficulties and 
difficulties of convenience and efficiency. Finally it became plain," 
Mr. Hitchcock concludes, “that the huge office building necessary 
could not be made to fit into the ‘Cass Gilbert plan/ 
These con­ 
siderations decided the commission." 
However so many towns, cities and communities, organiza­ 
tions and individuals have entered the controversy, taking up dif­ 
ferent angles, that in the end construction may he deferred and 
the whole matter of location submitted to the legislature. 
There 
are good points on both sides and motives should not he assailed. 
The state pays for the building and consequently the whole 
state is interested in the location.

He spoke of 300 mile an hour speed at the last Schneider cup 
races.
